The Story of a Great Breeding Institution Built Up from Humble Beginnings 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 





O THE casual visitor, the North Star Farm, just outside the 
T city of St. Paul, Minnesota, gives the impression of being a 

show place where some St. Paul millionaire is spending his 
surplus. To the observant and experienced farmer, nowever, it is 
at once apparent that here is one of the most practical, well-man- 
aged and well-arranged farms and farmsteads to be found any- 
where, and as more than one has remarked, “the best farm that 
lies outdoors.” From a live stock standpoint it is ideal, with its 
luxuriant, well-watered and shaded pastures, and with the cul- 
tivated portions of marvellous productivity and tilled with the 
care and neatness of a market garden. W. S. Moscrip, the owner, 
is nationally known as a successful breeder of Holsteins and as 
a judge at the leading shows of the country. He likewise gives 
liberally of his time to the service organizations of the breeding 
and dairy industries, being a director of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America and chairman of its Extension Commit- 
tee; a director of the National Dairy Association, the National 
Dairy Council, the American Dairy Federation, etc.; secretary of 
the Twin Cities Milk Producers Association, which is a model for 
organizations of its kind, and many kindred activities. He is so 
well known from these activities, and his North Star herd has so 
long been recognized as one of the foundation stones of the Hol- 
stein industry, that few, even among his close associates, know 
and appreciate the fact that he started from the humblest begin- 
nings and has risen to his present eminence in the dairy and 
breeding world entirely through his own efforts. It is a story that 
should be an encouragement and an inspiration to every breeder 
who may feel that the obstacles in the pathway to success are 
more than he can overcome. 

W. S. Moscrip was born 49 years ago at Maiden Rock, Wiscon- 
sin, in the western part of the state, but has been a resident of 
Minnesota for the last 40 years. His father, a Civil War veteran, 
was a farmer, being especially interested in truck gardening. In 
the meantime, the family had endured a number of heart-break- 
ing years of pioneer hardship on the Dakota prairies. From the 
outset, Bill was interested in cows and his principal amusement, 
in his few hours of recreation from the duties of the farm, was 
whittling out small models of animals, and particularly a herd of 
cows. This love of cows was evidently inherited as his mother’s 
family were real Shorthorn people in Illinois. He ‘finally induced 
his father to put in a few cows, and it was Bill’s job to find a 
market for the product. This he did so successfully—at 5 cents a 
quart delivered at the door step mornings and evenings after 
school—that he was able to put himself through high school from 
the extra proceeds. Following the completion of his high school 
course, Bill started in law school with the intention of fitting him- 
self for this profession. During his first year, however, the finan- 
cial depression that hit the country made it necessary for him to 
leave school and help his parents keep the farm and home to- 
gether. The first thing he did on returning was to make arrange- 
ments to increase the dairy, and at the same time he bought out 
a milk route in St. Paul. Then came a strenuous period of making

this business go during which he never missed a trip on 
his route for four years even though it meant getting up 
and on the job at 3:30 in the morning to look after the 
milking and make his deliveries on time. 

From his earliest days, Moscrip has been a student of 
cow form. He devoured the farm papers carrying pictures 
of the different show ring winners and such spare time 
as he had was spent in visiting all the dairy herds within 
driving distance and studying the best cows in those 
herds. He almost literally haunted the show rings at the 
Minnesota State Fair in his pursuit of knowledge of what 
a real cow ought to look like. Thus when he decided to 
make a start with pure bred Holsteins about 25 years ago 
he had quite definite ideals as to the conformation he 
wanted. His first purchase was from the famous South 
Side Farm of White Bear, a heifer bred to the noted bull, 
Prince Inka Pietertje De Kol 2d, for $125—a transaction 
that required considerable high finance. That fall in the 
sale of the South Side herd he purchased eight more, 
giving his note, and also secured eight from John B. 
Irwin. Others were picked up from local breeders, the 
less desirable grades being sorted out of his herd and 
sold. A year later all the grades were disposed of and 
the herd from that time on has been carried along on a 
strictly pure bred basis. 

His first bull of account was Aaltje Salo Freda’s Prince 
De Kol, a son of Prince Inka Pietertje De Kol 2d. He 
thought so well of him that he showed him at Minnesota 
State Fair. This was about 23 years ago, in the days 
when Barney of Iowa, Irwin of Minnesota and Stone of 
Kansas were rather monopolizing the show ring honors 
at middie west fairs. Moscrip’s bull placed second in 
his class, but more important than that winning was the 
experience gained. Jimmy Lee, who now shows the 
Marsh Guernseys, was in charge of the Stone Holsteins 


at that time, and Bill hired out to help him during the 
was the 


show at $1.00 a day. Maryke 3d’s Gerben 4th 
particular star of the Stone 
string, and the opportunity 
to milk and care for her 
gave Bill his first close 
association with a really 
great cow. 

This baptism of fire in 
the show ring was the fore- 
runner of continued and 
increasing effort along this 
line each year. By 1910 
the North Star herd was a 
recognized leader in the 
best competition: the breed 
afforded. That year Mos- 
crip made a showing at the 
National Dairy Show that 
has been duplicated but 
once or twice in the 
history of the show. 
His senior _ sire, Sir 
Beets Cornucopia Nether- 
land, was grand champion, 
and in the female classes 
North Star entries took 


the North Star Farm.

every blue ribbon from the three-year-old class down to 
the junior heifer calves, including, of course, the junior 
female championship, and in addition first for aged herd, 
young herd and calf herd. Aside from this one showing 
at the National, exhibits from the North Star herd were 
confined largely to the Minnesota State Fair where in the 
four years from 1910-13 inclusive this herd won 20 out of 
a possible 24 championships. Since 1913 no showing has 
been done. 

This yéar, 1913, witnessed Moscrip’s debut as a judge. 
His maiden effort was at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress, this marking the beginning of a judging record 
unparalled in our breed and covering the leading shows 
in all sections of this country and Canada. From 1914 to 
1926 he officiated at the Natidnal and during this period 
he served in this capacity at such other major shows as 
the Pacific International Live Stock Exposition, Waterloo 


_Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern’ States Exposition, Cana- 


dian National Exhibition, Royal Winter Fair of Canada 
and most of the more important state fairs. During the 
past few years he has limited his efforts along this line 
to just a few shows on account of increasing demands 
on his time in other directions. 

Further details in the development of the herd at 
North Star Farm will be of interest. The first herd sire, 
as mentioned, was Aaltje Salo Freda’s Prince De Kol,.a 
son of Prince Inka Pietertje De Kol 2d. Following him 
was Pines Hengerveld De Kol, a son of Hengerveld De 
Kol. The third sire, and the one Moscrip believes to be 
the best bull ever in service in Minnesota, bar none, was 
Sir Johanna Canary De Kol, purchased from John Irwin. 
This bull had a rather checkered career and was never 
appreciated until it was too late. His most famous daugh- 
ter is Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, enough to put any sire 
in the Hall of Fame—but in the Moscrip herd he left a 
number of daughters which he believes were as great or 
greater. Realizing this fact 
Moscrip hunted him up to 
put him back in service in 
his herd and found that 
only the day before his ar- 
rival the bull had been shot 
after attacking an attendant. 


The most noted -of the 
early sires at North Star 
was Sir Beets Cornucopia 
Netherland, a son of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad 
out of a daughter of Paul 


Beets De Kol. This bull was 
owned in Ohio and was pur- 
chased at a low price be- 
cause he was supposed to 
be a man-eater. Moscrip 
trained him until he be- 
came a model of deport- 
ment and he still refers to 
Sir Beets as the most in- 
telligent bull he ever saw.

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Forum Sells for Excellent Average 


$600 Per Head Paid for Premier Show Herd—Top Female $2,700—Top Bull $1,650

HE Holstein public showed its appreciation of the 

I work of Holger Larsen, as a breeder of premier Hol- 
steins when his Forum Farm herd was dispersed at 
Waterloo, Iowa, on July 16th by paying him $33,600 for 56 
head, an exact average of $600 per head. This very ex- 
cellent average was attained for young and old, males and 
females including calves and a blemished female or two 
such as must appear at every full dispersal. In paying 
this tribute to the herd that showed to premier honors for 
the past two seasons, twenty-eight individual buyers and 
five state institutions scattered over ten states from 
Pennsylvania to Arizona joined. These buyers paid no 
sensational prices, the top for females being $2,700 and 
for males being $1,650. But they took the offspring 
eagerly at a comfortable range throughout the entire list, 
showing a decided disposition to pay more for show stuff 
even than for the good dams that had produced such ex- 
cellent animals. The buyers may be said to have been 
decidedly show minded and when a show ring winner or 
good prospect for such honors stepped upon the shavings 
it got usually a real play ut the hands of the customers. 

Perhaps little disappointment was sensed by all in the 
prices paid for the advertised features of the sale. For 
instance Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy, last year’s 
All-American four-year-old and thé only Holstein ever to 
win ten grand championships in a single show season, 
brought only $2,700 going to Detroit Creamery of Michi- 
gan. Everybody expected her to go at least a thousand 
higher and as a consequence she was one of the bargains 
of the sale. She is making a record that barring accident 
should easily reach over 1,100 pounds and is by no means 
finished as a show cow. The wonderful top line and body 
that carried her through the most successful ring career 
ever to be crowded into a single season will still stand 
her in good stead and she shows but little effect of the 
strain of milking over 100 pounds per day for several 
months. May we hope that the new owners will complete 
the record even while she is being carried in the Detroit 
show string this fall. She deserves the record and she 
can do it standing in any exhibition barn in the country. 
Long Hollow and her two sons and daughter all by Forum 
Patriarch brought $5,600. 

Perhaps the public did not fully appreciate also that 
they had never before been accorded the opportunity to 
bid upon ‘a sire of an All-American get when Forum 
Patriarch was led into the ring. He was worth more in 
many and many a breeder’s herd than the $1,650 which 
Wayne Light paid for him for use in.the Firestone herd 
located in Ohio. Forum: Patriarch and his 29 sons and 
daughters in the sale averaged over $650. ‘“‘Pat” as he is 
called all over the show world may never again rank at 
the top in fast company but he is capable of producing

many show animals as he has done in the past. These 
incidents bear out the contention that the buyers at this 
sale were thinking only in terms of immediate results in 
the show ring and passed up not a few opportunities to 
improve the individuality complexion of their herds by 
using the same tools that had served Holger Larsen go 
well. Else why would they pay $2,450 for two daughters 
of one of the offerings, sired by Pat, and when the cow 
herself was brought into the ring safe in calf to the same 
bull pay only $700 for the factory still young and capable, 

The junior sire, a maternal brother of Forum Patriarch 
sired by Triune Ormsby Piebe was purchased by Senator 
A. M. McCall to head the herd of the School for Feeble 
Minded at Glenwood at the modest price of $1,300. He 
has not been used extensively by Mr. Larsen as he has 
been using. one of the sons of Long Hollow of late, but five 
of his offspring including two bulls brought nice prices up 
to $800. 

Iowa the home of the herd and location of the sale took 
twenty of the offerings but Michigan with several big 
buyers of top quality stuff took ten including many of the 
very best. Ohio was well represented and the other states 
included Arizona to which state, Maricopa Creamery 
represented to the sale by Frank Reed Saunders took 
some of the best of the young stuff for show purposes this 
fall. Wisconsin, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma, were also well represented in the 
list of purchasers. Nine animals reached $1,000 or more 
and twenty-six of the list found new homes at $500 or 
over. But two animals sold for less than $200 and these 
were blemished females. The list of males offered in this 
dispersal numbering 14 averaged $725, indicating perhaps 
in some contradictory measure, reasonable appreciation 
of the value of getting this blood line and type into the 
buyer’s herds.

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Improved Business 


EPORTS from the Secretary’s Office on registrations 
R and transfers covering the first six months of the 

current year as compared with 1927 show very en- 
couraging increases in both registrations and transfers. 
During this six months period from January to June, in- 
clusive, a total of 65,653 applications for registry have 
been received, as compared with 58,264 during a similar 
period of 1927, or an increase of 12.7%. During this pe- 
riod a total of 50,461 applications for transfer have been 
made as compared with a total of 46,788 in the same pe 
riod of 1927, or an increase of 7.85%. Each month, with 
the exception of May, has been substantially in excess of 
any corresponding month in the previous year, and while 
May was down slightly, June has shown the largest in- 
crease of any month of the six in transfers and one of 
the largest increases for registration. The detailed figures 
by months for 1928 as well as comparative figures for 
1927 and 1926 appear elsewhere and it will be noted that 
the current year is likewise showing a substantial and 
consistent increase over 1926. 

These figures may be rather difficult of explanation by 
those enemies of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America who have been diligently spreading propaganda 
to the effect that the “Old Association” was slipping back- 
ward and “headed for the rocks.” 

Of greater significance, however, is the evidence these 
figures furnish of better times in the Holstein industry. 
The larger number of transfers applied for indicate not 
only a larger number of animals being sold but also an 
increase in the number for which pedigree records are 
being kept up. 

The improved spirit among the breeders themselves 
is conclusively shown by the large increase in registra- 
tions. In this connection, the Secretary’s Office has re- 
ceived a considerable number of letters from breeders in 
many different sections of the country to the effect that 
for several years past during the depression in all pure 
bred dairy cattle valuations they had not kept their regis- 
trations up to date but now that the public. was show- 
ing a willingness to pay a worthwhile premium for pure 
bred animals above grade prices, they were resuming the 
practice of maintaining the registrations of their herd 
increase. 

Right here is the meat of the whole situation so far as 
the falling off in the amount of business of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America during recent years is 
concerned. This falling off, it seems very evident from 
the present situation, was not due to any dissatisfaction 
with the way the affairs of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
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tion of America were being conducted but rather to the 
underlying economic situation growing out of the years 
of depression that followed the war time and post-war 
boom in all classes of pure bred dairy cattle. Times are 
indeed better in the Holstein industry and these figureg 
furnish conclusive evidence of it in a national way.

fication of long-time records. He argues that it 
would be a more equitable basis to determine the claggj- 
fication in which a record would fall by the total number 
of milkings during the test, rather than by the present 
method. Under the present testing regulations, as most 
of our readers are aware, the classification of a record 
is determined by the number of daily milkings following 
the forty-fifth after the start of the test. In other words, 
all three classifications permit four-time milking for the 
first forty-five days. If a cow is milked four times a day 
beyond the first forty-five days the record is listed in 
Classification A regardless of the later frequency of milk. 
ings. Similarly if she is milked three times a day for 
even a single day after the forty-five-day interval, the ree- 
ord is listed in Classification B and the designation as 
Classification C goes to all records where the cow is not 
milked more frequently than twice a day at all after the 
forty-fifth day. 

Mr. Comings maintains that many records now listed 
in Classification A are really made under conditions com- 
parable to the B or C classes from the fact that during 
the greater part of the year the cow is carried along 
under two- or three-time milking conditions. 

The Advanced Registry Office. we understand, does 
not think well of this proposed change because it would 
never be known until the close of the test in what classi- 
fication the record would come. This in itself is not an 
insuperable objection except that under the present rule 
records in Classification C are permitted to be made with 
only one day a month official supervision and we can see 
that this lack of uniformity might cause some complica- 
tions under Mr. Coming’s plan. 

We would be very glad to have the views of other 
breeders who are doing test work or who are especially 
interested in this-problem and are glad to throw open 
the columns of the World for a thorough discussion. 


An $11,100 Heifer 


EWS reports from the National Ormsby Sale in this

Triune 
Papoose Piebe was the subject of our cover sketch June 
30 and it is hardly necessary to repeat again the details of 
her greatness. We may say, however, that she was All-

old than in either preceding year. She carries most un- 
usual backing, likewise, her six nearest dams averaging 
1,265.80 lbs. butter and 25,802.6 lbs. milk with an average 
test of 3.92% fat. She gives promise of comparable pro- 
duction herself and in her new home will be mated with 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst in the hope of getting a fitting 
successor to that great sire at the head of the Mont 
Victoria Farms herd when he shall have passed on. If 
such a result is forthcoming, Mr. Macaulay may well find 
this investment one of the best he has ever made jn con- 
nection with his Holstein enterprise. 
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Reduced Freight Rates on Breeding 
Stock 


ERTAIN railroads now grant half rates on freight 
Cc shipments of registered live stock when appropriate 

proof can be attached to the bill of lading showing 
that the cattle in question are registered. As it is 
frequently inconvenient to attach the certificates of 
registry, the Holstein-Friesian Association of America has 
prepared a form to be filled in by the shipper under the 
Secretary’s signature which is accepted by the railroads 
for this purpose. These forms are furnished free by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America and requests 
for them should be sent to Secretary Houghton Seaverns, 
Brattleboro, Vermont. 

The territories where this rule is in effect are as 
follows: 

Central Freight Association Territory 

The Trunk Line Territory 

The Western Trunk Line Territory 

Trans-continental Freight Bureau Territory 
The New England Freight Association Territory and the 
Southern Freight Association Territory do not come under 
this ruling and neither does this ruling apply exclusively 
to the Southwestern Freight Bureau Territory. 

Efforts are also being put forth through the National 
Society of Record Associations to secure more favorable 
express rates on pure bred cattle, sheep and _ swine. 
We quote from a recent news letter sent out by this 
society. 

“Secretary Julia Wade of the American Shrop- 
shire Registry Association has suggested that some- 
thing should be done to reduce express rates on 
sheep. General Executive F. W. Harding of the 
American Shorthorn Breeders Association also be- 
lieves that something might be done to encourage 
shipping by having different rulings than are now 
in force concerning weights for express shipments. 
Secretaries E. M. Christen of the American Berk- 
shire Association, R. J. Evans of the American 
Duroc Jersey Association and G. G. Luthy of the 
National Duroc Record Association are soliciting 
the cooperation of the other Swine Record Associa- 
tions toward getting more equitable rates on 
express shipments of swine. Perhaps if all of the 
swine, sheep, cattle and horse record associations 
were to combine forces and submit concrete in- 
stances of the disadvantages now accorded shippers 
through rulings with respect to express rates, some 
good could be accomplished. 

“We would appreciate hearing from breeders 
and record association secretaries citing concrete 
illustrations showing how unfair express charges 
have been made. Please give all of the details 
possible, including charge and any specific rulings 
that had to be complied with. We need an 
abundance of information of this sort before filing 
our claim before the Express Companies.”

Volume 31 Canadian Herd-Book Issued 


E ACKNOWLEDGE with thanks the receipt from 
W the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada of a 

complimentary copy of Volume 31 of their Herd-- 
Book, which is now ready for distribution. This coritains 
pedigree entries of bulls from number 69,776 to 74,125 and 
of cows from 157,801 to 172,775. Of particular interest 
is the list of entries in their Advanced Register which 
is the designation they have adopted for animals under 
their system of inspection. Entries of bulls in the Class 
X appear from number 148 to number 219 and XX from 
number 128 to 146. This past year was the first year of 
their application of this system of scoring cows and we 
find listed Gold Medal cows from 1 to 89, Excellent from 
1 to 164, Good from 1 to 700, and Fair from 1 to 135. We 
understand that the Advanced Registry designation will 
also be made a part of their record in the Year Book, 
which corresponds to our Blue Book, thus perfecting a 
most valuable reference in the preparation of pedigrees 
in the future. This book also contains copies of the re- 
ports of officers for the past year and the minutes of the 
annual meeting of the organization in Montreal last Feb- 
ruary.

Sale Manager Comments on Ethics 


Your editorial on “Public Sale Ethics” has caused me 
considerable concern, and I cannot refrain from offering 
my comments as observed in the management of many 
sales during the past, let us say, eighteen months. Dur- 
ing this time I have managed six sales in Earlville, and 
aided in the dispersal of many herds, and I cannot recall 
a single instance where an animal sold in any of these 
sale was bought back by the consignor or the seller. It has 
been my observation that the breeders of Holstein cattle 
have been schooled in public sale ethics, particularly with 
regard to by-bidding. The words of many consignors are 
still distinctly recalled by me as saying that they had 
brought the animals to the sale to sell, and saying that 
they would be sold. We carry a short paragraph in the 
Terms and Conditions to the effect than any consignor 
who violates our regulations against by-bidding will. be 
exempt from consigning at any future sales, and I am 
personally of the opinion that this could be done away 
with and the same results obtained. It seems to me that 
the day of by-bidding has passed in Holstein circles, not 
alone from the standpoint of the consignor, but also from 
the standpoint of the auctioneer, who used to consider

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his ability to read ‘the prospective buyer’s mind with 
regard to the limit he could be carried. 

We are living in a different age now, and the parties 
who attempt to fool the public by any such practice are 
fooling themselves. I like to recall in my mind the breed- 
ers who were prominent in bygone days, and the breeders 
who have continued to be successful and are still doing 
business are the ones who played the game in a fair and 
honorable way; those who have practiced business ethics 
not alone in their conduct of public sales but in the 
conduct of their private sales and their business trans- 
actions as well. 

It seems to me that any attempt to legislate such 
practices is entirely unnecessary because we would still 
have “boot-leg -by-bidding’, Rather it is much more 
satisfactory and harmonious to let the breeder’s conscience 
be his own guide.

MAKES 1,200 POUNDS OF 
BUTTER A YEAR 
The completion of a _ record of 
1,239.96 pounds of butter from 23,878.9 
pounds of milk by a four-year-old Hol. 
stein heifer, Carnation Matador Bon. 
heur Queen. at Carnation Milk Farms 
recently, again focuses attention upon 
the remarkable achievements of this 

Holstein family. 

Seven bulls of the Holstein breed, 
only seven of the 500,000 registered 
Holstein bulls that have lived in this 
country, have each ten or more 
daughters to produce’ over 1,000 
pounds of butter each in a year. Two 
of these seven bulls are Matador Segis 
Walker and his full brother Segis 
Walker Matador. The completion of 
this record by Carnation. Matador 
Bonheur Queen gives the bull Matador 
Segis Walker thirteen  1,000-pound 
daughters, including his daughter, 
Carnation Matador Idleaze, who has 
produced 1,174 pounds of butter ina 
year as a two-year-old.

Matador Segis Walker now 
has 35 daughters that average over 
23,000 pounds of milk and over 975 
pounds of butter in a year. No other 
bull of any breed has 35 daughters 
with such an average. His full brother 
Segis Walker Matador, now has 10 
daughters tested for a year, and the 
entire 10 have an average over 25,000 
pounds of milk and 1,060 pounds of 
butter. No other bull of any breed 
has such an average for his entire 
list of tested daughters. 


Furthermore, it is to be remembered 
that the same sire who sired Matador 
Segis Walker and Segis Walker 
Matador, sired Segis Pietertje Pros- 
pect, the first and only cow in the 
world to produce over 37,000 pounds 
of milk in a year and over 72,000 
pounds in two years, and the highest 
butter producing cow among all the 
breeds at all the ages in the United 
States for two years. 


Within these families, however, we 
find particular combinations of 
breeding which make this most recent 
record doubly interesting. Carnation 
Matador Bonheur Queen, who has 
just made the 1,239-pound record, is 
from Queen De Kol Bonheur Pontiac, 
the old Carnation cow who produced 
over 31,144 pounds of milk containing 
1,270 pounds of butter in a year.

CLASSIFYING LONG-TIME RECORDS DISCUSSION 
WANTED 


In view of the fact that our Board of Directors are 
soon. to adopt a plan of super-registration based on in- 
dividuality and production, it seems important that we 
make a change in the A, B and C Classifications. 

If our Gold Medal animals are required to produce 
50% above the minimum requirements for age and class, 
then it becomes highly important that the minimum re- 
quirements are in proportion to the opportunity given 
the cow to show her capacity. Will anyone maintain 
that a cow capable of producing 360 lbs. of fat as a mature 
cow in Class C ought only to be expected to produce 400 
lbs. of fat if tested in Class A or B? Such minimum re- 
quirements would be grossly unfair if our super-registra- 
tion is to be based on them. 

Minimum requirements for Classes A and B have been 
left low so as to allow cows that were milked a short 
time, after the 45th day of their record, three or four 
times a day could meet the requirements. I have sug- 
gested a change in our rules that would allow only such 
cows to be entered in Class A as have received a total 
number of milkings greater than is allowed in Class B. 
In Class B cows would also receive a total number of 
milkings greater than is allowed in Class C. 

It seems self-evident to me that the total number of 
milkings a cow receives is a much better indication of 
the classification her record should be given than is the 
number of times a day she may have been milked on the 
46th day of her record. The suggested change leaves 
the maximum number of milkings the same as at present.

In making this study I used the records of the leaders jg! 
each class. I did this on the theory that the leagaw 
had received nearly the full number of milkings alloweg” 
in each class. A study of the State leaders in Iowa gave. 
the following results.

Class B leaders average production 729.0 Ibs. fat 

Class C leaders average production 530.7 Ibs. fat 
In this study Class B records are 79.6% of the Class 4a 
records and the Class C records are 57.8% of the Class 49 
records.

Using our present requirements in Class C as a base, 
we would have the following requirements for mature 
cows in the yearly division.

I would suggest that the same proportion be maintaineg 
but that they be reduced to

From a similar study I find that our leaders in the 30% 
day division produce less than 75% of the production of 
the leaders in the yearly division. Therefore, it seems 
to me the requirements in the 305-day division should be’ 
reduced to 75% of the yearly requirements, 

I want to ask your aid in getting this matter before 
our breeders and getting an expression of their opinion, 
Should such a change meet with the approval of a majority 
of our breeders it could be put into effect before the super 
registration plan is adopted. Could not you ask some of 
our breeders who are leaders in A. R. testing to express 
their opinion in the World?

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National Ormsby Sale Averages $404 
“Papoose” Brings $11,100

EATURED by the sale of a beautiful young All- 
F American female at $11,100 the highest price paid 

for a Holstein female since war prices, the National 
Ormsby sale at Minnesota Fair 
earned the remarkably satisfactory average of over 
$404.00 for 154 head. This indication of confidence in 
thee future of the breed and this great blood line par- 
ticularly was expressed by over sixty buyers from ten 
states and Canada scattered from New Hampshire to 
Oklahoma. 


The National Ormsby sale was instituted last summer 
by Ormsby breeders through the Twin City sale managers 
Melin & Petersen and is growing in public favor with 
both consignors and the buying public. The offerings 
are confined to descendents of the great Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby and the strain is one of the most widely scattered 
and popular in the industry with an array of show ring 
and production records that justify National attention. 

The 154 head sold totalled $62,315 for the $404 average 
and not less tham twenty-four animals sold for $500.00 
or more with seven passing the $1,000 mark. One world 
record cow from Yankton State Hospital sold for $3,700.00 
and the headliner Triune Papoose Piebe, All-American 
calf and senior yearling from the Hargrove & Arnold 
herd reached the top figure in recent years for a Holstein 
female when J. E. Chandler, manager of Mt. Victoria 
Farms of Hudson Heights, Quebec, gave $11,100.00 for her. 
It was only after a spirited bidding contest with E. A. 
Baker of Boston, Mass., leading K. P. O. P. breeder of the 
East that the Quebec institution was able to take Papoose 
to Canada where she will be shown this year and later 
mated to Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, four times All-Amer- 
ican bull for which Mt. Victoria paid the record sum of 
$15,000 in 1926. This gives the Quebec purchaser the 
honor of buying the two highest priced Holsteins since 
war times. Triune Papoose Piebe now a two-year-old with a 
nice yearly record represents the consummation of years 
of effort in testing and showing on the part of her 
breeders.

The Detroit Creamery Farms 
of Michigan sent over four head to sell for an average 
of $825 including a son of Ambassador Fobes and Bel} 
Farm Hattie which went to Traverse City State Hospital 
of Michigan at $1,200 and a 1,000-lb. son of the All-Amer. 
ican junior yearling of -1927 which at $1,025 went to y

good consignments came from Géorge C. Sherman and 
Sons of River Falls, Wis.; A. J. Lashbrook of Northfield, 
Minn.; The Maytag Farms of Newton, Iowa and Milford 
Meadows of Lake Mills, Wis. The sale consignors were 
confined to middle west territory but the list of buyers 
takes a National scope when the following states beside 
the Canadian Province of Quebec are represented: New 
Hampshire, Ohio, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, Iowa, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Illinois and Indiana. Minnesota was 
the largest purchaser taking one half the offerings but 
other states are very well represented. The leading buyers 
were Fredmar Farms, Missouri; C. E. Griffith, Oklahoma; 
E. A. Baker, New Hampshire; J. B. Jones, Michigan; H, 
S. Firestone, Ohio; Femco Farms, Minnesota; Mt. Victoria 
Farms, Quebec; Wisconsin State Institutions and a 
number of well known breeders from the entire list of 
states including not a few beginners. 

As a whole the offerings were creditable but about 
two score head made their way into the sale that had no 
place in an event advertising itself as of National caliber 
and a price-establishing venture. One last minute con- 
signment came in that was not sold because of lack of 
fitting. It must be said that lack of bloom and fitting 
put more in the undesirable class mentioned above than 
real poor quality which was pleasingly scarce. From

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that the average for the first day’s selling was nearly 
six hundred dollars and that the first one hundred twenty 
head averaged over $450 it may be seen that this sale 
with its large numbers and general good average must 
be classified as one of the real successful consignment 
sales of recent years. 


As at the earlier sale held under their management 
Melin & Petersen left nothing undone to make the sale 
a success. Their advertising campaign culminating in a 
sixteen page two color section in the World attracted 
nation-wide attention. They had the ring especially 
decorated with a scenic background which set off the 
animals to the best advantage.

Herd Improvement Registry 


By H. W. NORTON, Jr., Supt. Advanced Registry 


Registry, which was authorized 

by the Board of Directors to be 
started Jan. 1, 1928, is now fairly well 
under way and appears to be working 
out quite satisfactorily. To be sure, 
a five months’ trial is hardly suf- 
ficient to bring out all the mistakes 
in the original plan and undoubtedly 
changes will be found advisable from 
time to time in the future. This would 
be expected of any such far reaching 
system planned without previous ex- 
perience as a guide. However, when 
we consider the fact that, at the close 
of the fifth month of its existence, 
the Herd Improvement Test included 
234 herds representing 4,976 cows 
and located in 33 states, we must 
agree that it has been well received 
by the breeders and gives great 
promise of becoming an important 
factor in the development of the 
breed. 


Advanced Registration based on 
records of production has been a part 
of the program of our Association 
since it was organized in 1885, having 
been taken over from the old Dutch 
Friesian Association when the latter 
was amalgamated with The Holstein 
Breeders’ Association to form the 
present Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. The early tests were 
private records of milk or churned 
butter, but with the invention of the 
Babcock test our present method of 
offical testing supervised by the 
colleges was adopted. These first 
official tests were short-time tests. 
Plans for the semi-official test for 
long-time production records which 
has become so popular in later years 
were discussed for some time before 
finally being accepted and the first 
records of this sort were included in 
the Advanced Register Year Book 
issued in 1907. 


It is interesting to study the trend 
of testing during the past few years. 
During the 5-year period ended in 1923 
there were 57,601 seven-day tests 
made as compared to a total of 17,941 
during the five years ended March 
31, 1928. At the same time the test- 
ing in the long-time divisions has 
shown a substantial increase. In the 
five years ended with 1923 there were 
12,044 tests completed in the ten- 
months’ and yearly divisions as com- 
pared to 14,005 during the past 5 
years. Thus while 7-day testing has 
shown a decrease of 68.8% during the 
past five years as compared to the 
previous 5-year period, long-time test- 
ing has shown a gain of 16.3% during 
the same period. The testing year 
just closed is the first year in which 


T resists for Herd Improvement 


long-time records exceeded the 7-day 
records. 2,501 records were completed 
in the 305 and 365-day divisions as 
against 2,126 seven-day records made 
during the year. It is interesting to 
note further that the increased 
amount of long-time testing during 
the past five years has been accom- 
panied by higher average productions, 
both in milk and fat, as follows: the 
12,044 long-time records made during 
the earlier 5-year period averaged 
15,778.8 lbs. milk and 533.60 lbs. fat 
as compared to an average of 16,132.4 
Ibs. milk and 545.71 lbs. fat for the 
14,005 records completed during the 
past five years. 
The Herd Improvement Test 

Herd Improvement Testing differs 
radically from Advanced Registry 
Testing. In the latter, we determine 
the productions of. certain animals, 
and those proving to be high pro- 
ducers become the dams of herd 
sires used in the better-class herds. 
These cows are the seed stock of the 
breed. Thus improvement of the 
breed by Advanced Registry comes 
principally through the selection of 
sires from high producing dams. In 
testing for Advanced Registry, any or 
all of the herd may be put on test, 
but in the usual practice the owner 
selects certain members of the herd 
which he considers to be the best and 
the balance are left without produc- 
tion records. 


In testing for Herd Improvement 
Registry, the entire herd is concerned 
and with a few exceptions all must 
be included in the test. The object 
of this test is to provide at somewhat 
lower cost than the regular semi- 
official test a means by which Hol- 
stein-Friesian owners may check their 
herds, a guide for selecting and 
culling, and at the same time giving 
recognition to the production shown 
by a permanent record and publica- 
tion in the Herd Improvement Regis- 
try Year Book or Red Book. Differing 
from Advanced Registry testing, this 


#test insists upon checking the pro- 


duction of the entire herd. It serves 
a two-fold purpose in marking for 
disposal such animals as may be 
found to be low producers, and as a 
result unprofitable in the herd, and 
at the same time pointing out certain 
cows that should be placed on regular 
semi-official test where they can 
demonstrate to the fullest extent 
their ability as high producers. Thus 
the Herd Improvement Test advances 
the breed in two entirely different 
ways; first, the elimination of low 
producing, unprofitable cows, and 
second, the discovery of those animals 





capable of production considerably 
above the average, in other words the 
real seed stock of the breed which 
should be developed by testing for 
Advanced Registration. The utiliza- 
tion of both of these methods of test. 
ing, so that cows of unusual capacity 
discovered by the Herd Improvement 
Test are later put on Advanced Regis- 
try Test for long-time production 
records, makes the ideal combination 
for the development and improvement 
of the breed. 


The Herd Improvement Test will 
also give us valuable information 
regarding the sires. It is a fact 
generally recognized that improve- 
ment of the breed must be effected 
largely through the sire and since 
heavy production is the fundamental 
consideration in the dairy herd it 
follows that the selection of sires 
having ability to transmit high pro- 
duction is a matter of the utmost 
importance. For this reason it is 
highly desirable to increase the 
number of cows’ on test, = and 
particularly the number of herds 
on test so that sires showing strong 
tendencies to transmit high producing 
ability may be discovered and made 
use of to the best possible advantage. 
I have been working recently on a list 
of sires having six or more daughters 
with records above 600 lbs. of fat and 
it is interesting to know that there 
are 217 such sires according to the 
records. Of this number 63 have 12 
or more 600-lb. daughters and 24 of 
them have from 20 to 47 daughters 
each above the 600-lb. mark. Testing 
all the daughters of a sire is the real 
check on his ability to transmit the 
factor for high production and this 
will be one of the outstanding 
features of the Herd Improvement 
Test. Herds which continue’ with 
this test year after year will have 
figures showing the influence of the 
sire by a comparison of the produc- 
tions of dams and daughters and as 
a result many valuable sires will be 
saved for service which might other- 
wise be slaughtered before their real 
worth was discovered. 


The Herd Improvement Test will 
be conducted on a twelve months’ 
basis, starting with any calendar 
month, and contemplates the testing 
of all members of the milking herd 
except cows with damaged udders and 
cows past twelve years of age that 
have previously made a _ long-time 
record, either semi-official or herd 
improvement.

tion covering the entire herd; but in 
such cases, reports made to the 
Advanced Registry Office should in- 
clude only the pure bred members of 
the herd. 

According to the rules, cows may 
be milked two, three, or four times 
daily as the owner desires. 

Twelve official test periods of 24 
hours each, without the preliminary 
milking, are required during the herd 
test year, and daily milk records must 
be kept for each cow under test. 
These milk records need not be sent 
to the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry except upon his request, but 
they must be available at all times 
for inspection by the supervisor. The 
keeping of daily milk records should 
be a part of regular procedure in 
every good dairy herd as a guide to 
proper feeding. The old method of 
feeding all cows the same is absolute- 
ly uneconomical, and the herd can 
only be fed properly by close attention 
to the daily production of each indi- 
vidual. The Advanced Registry Office 
can furnish milk sheets of good 
quality, prepared for two, three, or 
four times milking, at a very nominal 
charge if desired. 

The daily milk record may begin 
with the fourth day after calving. 

Two cows, but no more, may be 
milked at the same time, provided 
that they are in adjoining stalls and 
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both milkers are in full view of the 
supervisor in charge of the test. 

Samples are taken of each milking 
and tested separately according to 
the regular Advanced Registry rules, 
except that samples are not tested in 
duplicate. 

Retests are required automatically 
when the fat production for the 24- 
hour period exceeds regular retest 
requirements of Advanced Registry, 
that is, 2.1 lbs. fat in one day for a 
Junior Two-Year-Old and increasing 
up to 3.1 lbs. fat in one day for a 
cow five years old or older. The ex- 
pense of such automatic retests is 
borne by the owner. Surprise tests, 
with preliminary dry milking, may be 
ordered by the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry when considered 
necessary for the proper verification 
of the record. The cost of one stich 
surprise test will be charged to the 
owner, but additional surprise tests 
will be at the expense of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association. 

In addition to these safeguards, the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
has authority to reject any test if he 
is satisfied that dishonest or fraudu- 
lent practice has been employed in 
its making; and the guilty party is 
liable to suspension or expulsion from 
the Holstein-Friesian Association 
after a hearing in due form as pre- 
scribed by the By-Laws.

gives a valuable record, not only of 
the production of each individual cow 
but also of the herd average for the 
year. For further benefit of the 
owner in the culling of the herd in 
connection with the Herd Improve- 
ment Test, a herd record book is kept, 
In this book are entered the amount 
of milk produced by each cow during 
the month and its value, the amount 
and cost of each kind of feed con- 
sumed and the profit or loss shown, 

Application for the Herd Improve- 
ment Test, accompanied by the fee 
of $2.00 for the herd, must be made 
to the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry on a regular form furnished 
by the Superintendent. This fee is 
the only direct charge made by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association; and in 
return the owner will receive not 
only the Herd Test Certificate, which 
gives the herd average and the pro- 
duction of each cow in the herd, but 
he will also receive a copy of the 
Herd Improvement Register Year 
Book, to be called the “Red Book,” 
in which the record of his herd is 
entered. 

Herd Improvement Testing may be 
done in conjunction with cow testing 
association work when the regular 
cow tester is appointed by the super- 
intendent of offical testing of the 
state and when the rules of the Herd 
Improvement Test are complied with. 
In like manner, Herd Improvement 
Testing may be combined with 
Advanced Registry Testing; and in 
such case, cows on semi-official test 
are credited in the Herd Test with 
the production shown in the regular 
semi-official work. 


Objections 
Several objections to the plan of 
the Herd Improvement Test have 


developed and should be considered. 
In some states the preliminary milk- 
ing is thought to be an essential 
feature and no Herd Improvement 
Testing has been started because they 
contend the test to be of little value 
under the present rules. In this con- 
nection several things must be con- 
sidered. In the first place, Herd 
Improvement Registry is not so 
vitally concerned with large produc- 
tions of individual animals as 
Advanced Registry, but rather is a 
measure of the entire herd. As such, 
the Herd Improvement Test, will not 
serve the purpose of fixing values on 
individual animals to so great an 
extent and for this reason’ the 
incentive to boost records of certain 
animals is not so great. Secondly, 
the addition of the preliminary milk- 
ing would increase costs to the owner 
quite materially and costs must be 
kept down if mass testing is to be 
realized. Adding the _ preliminary 
milking would put the Herd Improve- 
ment Test on nearly the same plane 
as Advanced Registry testing and this 
is not contemplated. One of the 
strong arguments in favor of the Herd 
Improvement Test; when it first came 
up for discussion, was that it would 
‘meet the requirements of hundreds 
of breeders who did not feel war- 
ranted in undertaking Advanced 
Registry testing and that they would 
take advantage of this form of testing 
and secure information in regard to

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their own herds which would be of 
great value in developing and im- 
proving the quality of the breed and 
raising the standard of production. 
Raising the general average of the 
breed a few pounds in fat production 
each year is of far greater import to 
the Holstein industry than the de- 
velopment of a few very high produc- 
ing animals, much as the latter is to 
be desired. Our first consideration 
should be to get more cows tested 
every year and from present indica- 
tions the Herd Test will be no dis- 
appointment from this standpoint. 
During the past twenty or more years 
since the inauguration of the long- 
time test something over 25,000 cows 
have been given yearly records, 
whereas, during this same _ period, 
registrations have exceeded one mil- 
lion head of females. In other words, 
only about 2.5% of the cows regis- 
tered. have been’ given long-time 
production records. This is the most 
serious indictment against Advanced 
Registry testing, that too few of the 
breeders take advantage of the op- 
portunities it affords. During the 
past testing year 2,264 cows were 
tested in the yearly and ten-months’ 
divisions, while at the close of the 
fifth month of its existence the Herd 
Improvement Test included 4,912 
cows. To be sure the average pro- 
duction shown in this new form of 
testing will be lower than that in the 
semi-official divisions, but the infor- 
mation will be of great value to the 
owners and the great need of the 
industry is to have more cows tested 
for production § records. For this 
reason it would seem jll advised, at 
least for another year, to make any 
change in the requirements which 
would tend to reduce the amount of 
testing. 

The 14-day interval between calving 
and starting the first official test has 
not proven satisfactory with either 
the Herd Improvement Test or the 
regular semi-official testing for 
Advanced Registration and showd be 
made applicable to short-time tests 
only, that is the seven and thirty-day 
tests. In actual practice the old rule 
of the 6-day interval is much better 
suited to any form of long-time test- 
ing, and should again be adopted for 
Herd Improvement Testing: and for 
the 305 and 365-day divisions in 
Advanced Registry testing. 

The use of testers employed in 
local Cow Testing or Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Associations as_ super- 
visors is objected to in some sections 
and it would be more satisfactory if 
all Herd Improvement Testing could 
be done by regularly appointed 
supervisors sent out direct from the 
colleges as the supervisor would then 
be kept in closer touch with the 
colleges and the Superintendents of 
Official Testing would be able to give 
the work much closer supervision. In 
some cases, however, this is hardly 
feasible and I believe that the plan of 


accepting the work of _ properly 
qualified testers engaged in local 
cow-testing associations should be 


continued so that no breeder may be 
denied the privileges of the Herd 
Improvement Test. 

Considerable objection has been 
raised to th> keeping of daily milk 
records on the entire herd. The cost, 
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in time and energy, of keeping such 
records should be more than repaid 
in their value as a guide ‘to proper 
feeding, for grain feeding in particular 
can hardly be done economically in 
any other way. Under the present 
rules, we require a copy of the milk 
sheet showing each cow’s production 
at the beginning and at the close of 
the lactation period, and we frequent- 
ly send for the productions during 
certain other periods when warranted 
in so doing by the supervisor’s report. 
It would be much simpler in the office 
to disregard milk sheets entirely and 
not send for any milk weights and 
if rule requiring owners to keep daily 
milk records is eliminated, there will 
be no possibility of adjusting credits 
in any way and the record will neces- 
sarily be based entirely on the pro- 
ductions shown at the time of the 
one-day test. 

The Herd Improvement Test should 
commend itself to the breeders 
generally, not only to the small 
breeders but to the owners of large 
herds as well. It will give invaluable 
information to the owner in pointing 
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should be sent to the block, and there 
are many of this sort. The mere fact 
of registration is no guarantee that 
an animal is profitable. and there are 
many “boarders” among the pure bred 
herds. Carrying these animals along 
year after year and raising heifers 
from them to come into the herd later 
on is the most serious obstacle in the 
way of general breed improvement. 
We must not lose sight of the fact 
that the fundamental question with 
the pure bred dairy cow of any breed 


is one of economy of production. 
Unless the pure’ bred is a more 
economical producer of milk and 


butterfat than the common cow, there 
is no reason for breeding pure breds. 
In the final analysis, it must be a 
matter of economy. We know that 
the real pure bred is far in the lead, 
but we must prove it to the public. 
The Herd Improvement Test offers 
this opportunity. It should be 
generally adopted by the breeders of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle throughout 
the country; and as this test points 
out animals of superior ability in the 
herd they should be placed on test

Among N. Y. State Breeders 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


If you want a tour that will take 
you through some of the most scenic 
and historic portions of New York 
State, and which at the same time 
will permit the inspection of some 
fine Holstein herds, we recommend 
Eastern New York. In company with 
Mrs. Prescott we spent four days of 
a recent week in an automobile trip 
that took us into eleven counties 
from our home county of Oswego 
through to Washington County and 
just across the line into Vermont. As 
our objective was the herds in the 
eastern part of the state we made 
few stops in the nearby counties, our 
only call before landing in Washing- 
ton County being at Will Roben’s 
Pleasant Hill farms above Poland. 
It is always a pleasure to look over 
this herd which has so long occu- 
pied a foremost place as a construc- 
tive breeding establishment. The im- 
pression grows every time we look 
over this herd that King Ormsby 
Ideal, the senior sire, deserves to 
rank among the breed leaders of the 
present day. This 1300-lb. son of 
King of the Ormsbys has left a great 
impression on this herd, both in type 
and production. His daughters al- 
ready have records up to over 1,200 
Ibs. in heifer form and the string now 
on test may add five or six more to 
his list above 1,000 lbs. butter. The 
other herd sires in this well known 
herd are Prilly Adirondac, a son of 
King Segis Alecartra Prilly out of an 
1,100-Ib. daughter of the only four-time 
1,000-Ib. cow, Adirondac Wietske 
Dairy Maid, and King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe Bess one of the sons of K. 
P. O. P. out of a 1,200-lb. three-year- 
old daughter of Marathon Bess Burke. 
Some day we will tell the story of the 
Pleasant Hill herd in more detail. 


We planned our trip to go straight 
through to the farthest point and then 
work back among the herds we could 
see conveniently. Thus after a pleas- 


ant evening in Saratoga Springs we 
arrived at the Newmont Farm of R. 
E. Eddy, whose home and buildings 
are located in the outskirts of Poult- 
ney, Vermont, but whose farm lies 
largely in Washington County, N. Y. 
This location, which is responsible for 
the farm name, being a combination 
of New York and Vermont, is unique 
in many ways, because with the barns 
located in Vermont it gives Mr. Eddy 
an opportunity to break Vermont 
State records for production, which 
members of his herd have done four 
teen times, in addition to cracking one 
world’s championship, and to hold a 
majority of all the 30-lb. records thus 
far completed in the State of Vermont, 
while at the same time showing his 
cattle with the Washington County, 
N. Y. herd at Syracuse with consider- 
able success. Mr. Eddy is a member 
of the New York State and Washing- 
ton County organizations and is now 
fitting a string for the New York 
State Fair at Syracuse that will take 
some looking at: The senior Sire, 
Ormsby Sensation 45th. who was first 
prize three-year-old at Syracuse last 
year, has come on splendidly and will 
be a strong contender in the aged 
class. Mr. Eddy has two daughters 
of this bull which have freshened thus 
far, one of them milking up to 74 lbs. 
at one year, eleven months, with an 
18-lb. official record two months after 
calving, while the other, a daughter 
of his world record breaker, Clothilde 
Maid Ormsby Bess, made a _ 20-lb. 
record at twenty-four months, pro- 
ducing up to 65 lbs. Both of these 
heifers will freshen with second calf 
as senior two-year-olds and should be 
heard from. Mr. Eddy has recently 
purchased a junior herd sire from 
John Zoberlin of Wisconsin, this being 
a son of Governor Fobes out of a 32-lb. 
and 1,000-lb. maternal sister of the 
famous young show bull, Femco Pride.

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right near the Vermont line, is one 
of the old established Holstein insti- 
tutions of the state, the herd having 
been founded about twenty-five years 
ago by the late F. W. Scott. His son, 
Harold D. Scott, has been running 
the farm for the past nine years. 
About sixty-five head are maintained 
on this 200-acre farm. A special milk 
and cream market is supplied in the 
village of Granville that is proving 
to be a very satisfactory outlet for 
the product of the herd. ‘The installa- 
tion of Frigidaire equipment for cool- 
ing the milk has recently been 
completed. Probably the most fa- 
mous sire in the long history of this 
herd is the bull Pontiac Jewel Butter 
Boy, a son of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
3d out of Pontiac Jewel, one of the 
famous daughters of Hengerveld De 
Kol. This bull, of course, has long 
since passed on and there are at 
present few of his direct descendants 
in the herd.

He made a start in short time testing 
this past season with very pleasing 
results and is now making plans to 
start a bunch in yearly work, Class 
A. They are also planning to do a 
little showing this year in connection 
with Bob Eddy of Newmont Farm, to 
whom reference has been made.- The 
herd sire here is Lauderdale Marathon 
Ormsby, a bull of H. V. Bump’s breed- 
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ing, sired by Marathon Pontiac Orms- 
by, last year’s senior champion at 
the N. Y. State Fair and out of q

Charles brought 
out the first prize Calf Club calf at 
the State Fair last year and he has 
developed her into an outstanding 
senior yearling for this year’s shows. 
They also have a senior bull calf by 
Marathon Pontiac Ormsby that no 
judge can entirely overlook. Wash- 
ington County is planning to send two 
carloads of Holsteins to Syracuse 


,; this year and if developments seem 


to justify, probably a _ carload of 
these will continue on to the Eastern 
States Exposition. 

George McGeough, a neighbor of 
Mr. Bump’s and his partner in the 
ownership of North Star General 
Champion, for many years has built 
his herd almost entirely on the blood 
of this famous bull. The present 
herd speaks volumes for the breeding 
value of the “General”, His animals, 
along with Mr. Bump’s and last year 
Mr. Eddy’s have been the backbone 
of the Washington County herds at 
Syracuse and he will be represented

The old block- 
house with its apertures on each side 
for the muzzles of rifles is still stand- 
ing in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion, as are many other relics of
